WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions : 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Another week has seen the continuation of tomato canning 
on the Peninsula and in this eastern section, though from some 
of the reports from the West one might be lead to believe the 
season was a closed one out there. It is a noticeable thing that 
the size of the tomatoes has dwindled down to the little round 
fellows, in the main, as of indicating the approach of the end. 
There has been no more rain in this immediate section, and so 
there has been no new life instilled into the plants. Yet from 
certain sections continue to come reports of the best yield of 
tomatoes in years. Delaware has been very strong on these re- 
ports this year, and if they can be believed there is the greatest 
crop of tomatoes in that State this summer that it has ever seen, 
great as has been some of its years. 

As might be supposed, we have been receiving letters, re- 
questing our idea of selling tomatoes at 65c. to 67%4c, and ask- 
ing us plainly whether it is good policy to seli at these figures. 
We cannot blame the interested ones for wishing to know the 
answer to such questions, for that is the whole gist of the year’s 
packing; the question of the proper price at which to dispose of 
the pack. Yet how are we to give anything like a proper or 
satisfactory answer to such a question. It is true we have 
numerous reports directly from the canners on conditions as 
they immediately effect them; many from growers, giving the 
condition and possible outcome of crops, others from disinter- 
ested parties, at least in the canned article, who give us their 
version of conditions, and we have tried to sum up the situation 
ourselves from what we have seen and come into actual contact 
with, and yet with all this, who can say what the price of 
No. 3 standard tomatoes will be at the first of January? As 
much as we would like to give our readers this information— 
for our whole work is in the interest of the canner—it is 
humanly impossible to do so. 

It begins to look as if the pack of tomatoes, at least in this 
section, would be a fairly large one. There bas been nothing 
in the weather to cut the bearing of the vines short, and as long 
as the vines are not killed by frosts they will continue to yield, 
and canneries continue to pack. 
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There was one surprise sprung on the market this week, 
with reference to one of the staple articles which we are pro- 
hibited from naming. We feel that this reticense is nonsense 
on our part because some one will come out with the whole 
thing and abundant comment in addition. But all our inter- 
ested readers will doubtless recognize the article to which we 
refer, and will also recognize the surprise regarding the size of 
a pack that was generally conceded to be far below last season’s. 
If the figures are correct, and there is every reason to believe 
they are, it will clearly show the difference between the esti- 
mates based upon reports, and the counting of cases after the 
season is closed. We are free to admit that it came as a surprise 
to us, but we believe there is a consideration in relation to it 
that should not be overlooked. Nearly every one thought the 
pack a small one comparatively, and in this frame of mind, each 
individual sent in his actual figures, feeling confident that no 
matter what they were, the total would be far below the normal. 
As a consequence the fullest and most accurate report of the 
whole country’s pack ever made is recorded this season. This 
report, compared with previous season’s purposely curtailed 
reports, looks bad of course. To us it is but an exemplification 
of what we have so often pointed out ; the full count was never 
before made. So that although this year’s pack looks larger 
than we supposed it would, as a fact and based upon the actual 
packs of former years, it is far below the average for the past 
four or five years. We view now the whole pack, and we com- 
pare this with a partial pack, so the wonder is not great that it 
does look large. 

There is still some corn being canned, and the late crop is 
being waited for anxiously, in the hope that it will fill up some 
of the considerable shortage that seems only too certain now. 
This is where corn outstrips tomatoes, in the matter of its infor- 
mation. No matter what the weather may be, good, bad or 
indifferent, once the ears have been plucked from the stalk, 
there will be no more corn there, be the weather what it may. 
So that when there is a known shortage in the acreage planted 
to eorn, and the season has been such as to give a small or re- 
duced yield on this acreage, there is no way to avoid the certain 
shortage. Some one has said that corn is ‘‘so ducedly healthy”’ 
and not subject to the trials and tribulations most other garden 
truck is subject to; but if this be so it certainly has its limita- 
tions which are not susceptable of stretching under any condi- 
tions. All the country is aware of these limitations this year, 
for when the housewives have to pay as high as 30c. per dozen 
for the green ‘‘roasting’’ ears in the market, as has been done 
in this city this year, they know corn is scarce. The jobbers 
have seen this and believed it, the one notable exception in their 
lives for the past three years. Corn is advancing, but that it 
will go to excessively high figures we do not believe. It is ata 
good price now, and not much above it can be reasonably ex- 
pected, though it may 

Some succotash has been canned this year, and because the 
lima bean crop has been one of the best for some years, the 


majority of it has been canned with green limas, we believe. 
The pure food law requirements may have had something to do 
with this also, for the canners do not relish having to place on 
their succotash labels, ‘‘Packed with dried lima beans,’’ if such 
is the case. For.the law does compel this, and some canners 
have learned it to their sorrow. 

' Peaches have about run their course, both here and on the 
California coast, and the latter place has done most of the work 
this season. Spinach is receiving some attention, but until the 
heavier crops are entirely out of the way these specials will not 
be heavily handled. 

There are no new prices to quote in the markets, which 
may be found on their regular pages ; but there has been a week 
of quite good business, inquiries possibly in excess of orders, 
but a generally satisfactory amount of business has been done. 
There is apparently more heart to the business, and the outlook 
is quite bright. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


LINCOLN LAKE, September 22, 1909. 

The Market Tendency.—I don’t know what the tendency 
is and don’t care a cuss. 

I am on a brief vacation and am located on the East shore 
of lake Michigan at the mouth of Lincoln river which runs 
through a small lake of the same name and a few miles from 
Ludington, Michigan. 

Market Condition.—The condition of the market don’t in- 
terest me. I have rented a small furnished cottage on Epworth 
Heights for ten days. Mrs. Wrangler is with me and is doing 
the cooking and most of the talking. I help wash the dishes 
and row the boat and forage and pretend to do as I am told; but 
really do otherwise or as I please. 

The conditions which chiefly interest me are those of wind 
and weather as they affect the fishing for perch, bass, pickerel 
or maskalonge. 

I have been here three days and have caught one small 
lake perch which would have to be weighed by apothecaries 
measure in order to get a division of weights small enough to 
balance it, and I have fished faithfully. 

Market Methods.—The market methods here seem to be 
quiet but firm. A man brings a basket of big red ripe tomatoes 
to the door every morning and we buy them. He sets the price 
and sticks to it, and any man who can do that when selling 
vegetables to Mrs. Wrangler is a good salesman. She can’t 
budge him a penny from his price. 

The market for apples is nominal. There is a big orchard 
about half a mile up the river and the trees are loaded down

with big fragrant red fruit and the man who owns it only stays 
there at night and has no dogs’ The transportation facilities 
are good consisting of a splint elm basket and a flat bottom row 
boat, and we manage to keep the cottage supplied to its full cap- 


acity. 


Canned Fish.—The stock of fish here consists of two 
boxes of Rainbow brand Norwegian ¥%s oil, and three boxes 
Ispa Brand boneless %s oil sardines, and is being rapidly 


reduced. 


The run of fish has been quite disappointing, I have tried 


to catch them in every scientific and unscientific way. 


fished for them with live minnows and live frogs, live worms, 
pieces of fat pork, Skinner spoons, Dougiac baits, and several 
other kinds of patented baits; have thrown rocks at them as they 
played on the ripples, and have gone into the water and tried to 
chase them ashore with a club. I have used a fine Meek & 
Milan reel and a beautiful Pennell reel either of which is so finely 
balanced that a breath will start it to running. I have cast flies 
at them with a split bamboo and line bait at them with a Briscal 


steel rod, but nothing seems to be coming my way. 


The Catch Irregular.—And yet I saw a bright little busi- 
ness woman from Chicago bring in a nine pound pickerel which 
she caught on a hand line equipped at one end with an old fash- 
ioned deer tail tralling spoon, and at the other end with a mere 


woman named Rose Smith. 


Then a woman who cooks for a family living near ‘‘ tried 
her luck’’ Sunday, and fishing where I couldn’t get a nibble, 
she using a cane pole 16 feet long weighing about five pounds 
and a line thick enough with which to hang a man, caught one 
hundred and twelve fine lake perch in half a days fishing. 


Wouldn’t that jar you off the perch ? 


I got in on both deals, however, and helped to eat the perch 
and was head carver of the baked pickerel when he was served 


at table. 


Market Influences.—The influences here are religious. 
The place was founded by the Epworth League and is beauti- 
fully located on a high sandy ridge overlooking Lake Michigan. 
It is equipped with a water system, electric lighting, mail deliv- 
ery, boat and rail communication, and is a delightful place in 
the summer and fall. In the winter it is closed and practically 
uninhabitated and the temperature is said to be similar to that 
found by Cook at 89 degrees north latitude. 

Being a Methodist resort, there are no chickens, they having 
long since disappeared, and Armour’s incubated ice house 
chickens sell for 25c. the pound. Even the wild ducks shy off 
from this part of the shore. 

Canned Corn.—The stock consists of four cans of Golden 
Pearl Brand fancy Country Gentleman variety, packed by the 
Gibson Canning Company, and say, brother Judge: we fried a 
can of it for breakfast this morning, pouring and stirring the 
bacon grease from the breakfast bacon into it and it was the best 
combination I ever struck from an epicurean standpoint. If you 
haven’t tried canned corn cooked that way go to it quick! 

You will be like the fellows calf he tried to wean on bran 
mush. He had to pull its ears loose to get its head to the bucket 
of warm bran mush, and then he had to pull its tail loose to get 
it away from it. 

Canned Baked Beans.—The remarkable increase in the 
consumption of this article of canned food is no longer a mystery 
to me. 

Mrs. Wrangler has set before me repeatedly since I have 
been here, on my return from fishless expeditions, smoking hot 
dishes of Van Camp’s with tomato sauce, and says that the next 
time she intends to bring the largest sized cans. They seem to 
fit the market requirements up here so appropriately that the 
rapidly disappearing supply now reduced to four No. 2 cans is 
causing me great mental distress and apprehension.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


PO 


NEw YorK, September 22.—Canned goods have been fairly 
active during the week, with buying on arather more liberal 
scale and conditions improving in various ways. Movement has 
been limited in some degree, owing to the spirit of conservatism 
which still controls in numerous instances, but as a whole, the 
situation is fairly promising and holders feel more confident of 
reasonably liberal movement. It is pointed out that retailers 
are beginning to make inquiries and this generally means an 
increase in movement. The retailer is the arbiter in these cases 
as arule, and as soon as he begins to buy movement increases 
rapidly and better conditions prevail throughout. Holders are 
firm in most instances and concessions in prices are rather more 
difficult to obtain. With prices firmer and the retailer beginning 
to buy to satisfy his requirements, the outlook is more prom- 
ising. 

Tomatoes.—Information received from Baltimore reflects a 
more confident feeling among packers, the report being that the 
glut of raw material is passing and the necessity to sell to pre- 
vent overcrowding the warehouses is probably passed for this 
season. The telegrams received here from Baltimore so far this 
week are in strong contrast to the letters written the last of the 
week by brokers and others in Baltimore and show what a 
change a few days can make in the appearance of things. The 
weakness in the market of late has been attributed in some 
degree to the need of money by small packers, which lead them 
to sell at the best prices they could obtain. But things have 
changed and the weaker operators are no longer forced to dis- 
pose of their goods, but can hold on with the best of them. It 
was possible last week to buy full standard No. 3s at 6oc., reg- 
ular terms, f. o. b. factory, but that time has passed. It might 
be possible to buy a few full standard 3s at 6oc. net cash, but 
that is doubted by some. Still, there are brokers who say they

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could get business through at that figure. It is said that many 
orders were sent to Maryland packers at that price, but that the 
confirmations aggregated only about 2,000 cases. Western oper- 
ators have been buying freely of late and that has made the 
Maryland packers rather more independent of New York buyers, 
hence the situation may not change immediately. It would be 
dificult to buy full standard 3s at less than 62%c., and some 
holders want 65c., regular terms, f. o. b. factory. No. 10s are 
not wanted in any considerable quantity, but most holders’ are 
firm in their views. No. 2s are unchanged, but movement is 
limited to actual requirements. 

Corn.—No pressure to sell is noted. The tone for Southern 
Maine style is firm, the fact that the pack will likely be short 
influencing the situation materially. The outlook in New York 
is still uncertain. Last weeks weather was favorable, but it is 
doubtful whether the crop received enough benefit to offset the 
retarding influences of August. Frosts have appeared in some 
sections and this week has been cold aud without a full quota of 
sunshine. Representatives of State packing interests have some 
liberal orders at 7oc. for standards, but they cannot induce their 
principals to accept less than 75c., hence there is little business 
moving. News from Maine is meagre, but what does come is 
distinctly unfavorable and seems to indicate a short output, with 
high prices as an accompaniment. Western reports are of in- 
sufficient detail to afford any definite information regarding the 
situation there. 

Peas.—The market is unchanged. Considerable demand is 
noted for good stock in Nos. 3 and 4, but offerings are light. 
Standards, seconds and the fancy grades attract little attention. 
Sales are not urged, however, and the market is steady. 

Fruits—Nothing of importance has occurred recently in any 
variety of fruits. Trade in California pack is slow, but the 
market remains firm. Apricots and pears are especially so and 
sales are limited to small lots in all instances. 

Apples.—No. ros remain firm under conditions controlling 
heretofore, but no features have developed. The probable short 


output will tend to keep prices high and operators will move 
with caution until they know more definitely the outcome of 
this year’s pack. So all fruits are in limited supply, and under 
moderate demand the market is firm. 

Sardines.—The situation is still unsettled, but a firmer un- 
dertone has developed, based, it is said, upon an attempt to bull 
the market. One part of the proposed program is to force up 
the price of raw material so as to compel price cutters to advance 
their quotations to enable them to obtain enough money to pay 
their own expenses. It is unknown whether this is the real 
reason for the improvement in both oil and mustard goods, but 
it is a fact that sellers who formerly asked $2.00 are now de- 
manding $2.10 and are not particularly anxious to sell at that 
figure. Packers who are forcing up the price of raw fish are 
doing so, it is said, against their own interests. They still have 
a good many unfinished contracts on hand, the prices of which 
were made when raw stock cost less. It will cost them some- 
thing if they pay $4.00 a hogshead for fish and fill contracts at 
$1.85 to $1.90 f. o. b. Eastport for quarter-oils in keyless cans. 
The upward tendency of prices has exerted a stimulating effect 
upon demand and movement is more active. 

Salmon.—The situation is unchanged. Supplies of all sorts 
are virtually out of first hands and second hands are reluctant 
sellers because they fear their holdings will be insufficient for 
the requirements of their own trade. Red Alaska is scarce and 
prices tend upward, though it is still possible to buy at $1.35, 
with one or two holders offering down to $1.3234, though the 
latter price is for small lots and there may be a question about 
some of the brands. Columbia river Chinook is scarce and all 
gone from first hands. Sockeye is firmly held, with no indicat- 
ion of concession on the part of any holder. Medium red is 
fairly active but prices are high. Pinks are a shade firmer with 
interest somewhat abated in the movement. The situation re- 
mains substantially the same from day to day, with practically 
nothing of importance developing beyond the satisfaction of 
daily requirements. HvupDsOoN.

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California Market. | 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., September 18, 1909. 

The canned goods market on the Coast is very active at the 
present time in almost all lines, for not only are orders coming 
in at a rapid rate, but heavy deliveries are being made, keeping 
all branches of the trade busy. Judging the general situation 
from the local outlook, the winter season should prove to be a 
prosperous one for all concerned in the canning business—grow- 
ers, canners, jobbers and retailers. Although fair sized packs 
of almost all kinds of canned commodities have been the rule 
this season, the improved financial condition of the country 
point to a general cleaning up of reserve stocks in addition to 
the pack of the present season. While there is but little specu- 
lative buying to be noted at the present time, there is less of a 
tendency on the part of Eastern buying interests to force the 
Coast to carry the pack and indications point to a general 
cleanup in the line of Coast canned goods long before the pack- 
ing season commences next year. The Coast markets for canned 
goods are in much better shape than they were a year ago, 
and consumption will be largely increased. This can be seen 
from the orders that are now coming in from the districts where 
early orders are necessary, owing to the closing of the roads and 
means of transportation with the commencement of the winter 
season. Wholesale grocers are doing a heavier business in the 
canned goods line at the present time than has ever been the 
case before at this season of the year, indicating that the Coast 
States are increasing very rapidly in population. Late this year 
the Western Pacific Railroad, controlled by the Gould interests, 


will commence transcontinental operations, and this line will 
materially benefit California canners, in that it will afford a 
speedier line to the East, as well as to tap districts that are 
reached at the present time in a rounabout way. Whether there 
will be any reduction in freight rates remains to be seen, but a 
perfect freight and passenger service over the Sierra Nevadas is 
assured, and better transportation facilities are bound to improve 
the condition of the canner. 

The salmon market continues to attract much attention, 
and the sales of both Alaska reds and sockeyes have been very 
heavy. Definite figures as to the extent of the pack of Alaska 
reds are not at hand, but the general impression prevails that 
the pack of the present season is about sold out. Some of the 
smaller concerns have withdrawn their holdings from the mar- 
ket until it is settled that they have not already oversold. 
There have been many rumors of cutting of prices, as named by 
the Alaska Packers’ Association, and followed by other pack- 
ing concerns, but in but one or two instances these have been 
proved to be false. There have been a few thousand cases of 
Alaska reds soid at a reduction from $1.15, but these were ob- 
scure brands packed by firms not well known to the trade, and 
as far as selling .apacity is concerned, might be classed as in- 
ferior goods. Some brokers have seen fit to split their commis- 
sions with purchasers, preferring to turn the goods over at once 
at a less profit rather than take the risk and expense incidental 
with holding the goods until actual market demands require 
them. Even these cases are rare, however. The very low 
price that has been named for pinks and chums is causing an in- 
creased attention to be paid to these brands, and while sales 
have not been very heavy, as yet, they are larger than has been 
the case in some time, and a good export demand is expected to 
materialize. Local brokers have been informing their foreign 
connections of the situation on these grades of fish, and are urg- 
ing heavy purchases at the prevailing rates, believing that an 
increase in price is almost certain.

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Receipts of canned salmon into San Francisco from the 
Bristol Bay district have been very heavy during the past week, 
and within a few days practically the entire pack willbe here. 
The distribution of this fish has already commenced ona large 
scale, and but a small portion of the pack will be stored here. 
Among the vessels that have arrived from the North during the 
past week are the Standard with a cargo of 58,356 cases, Star of 
Chile with 26,500 cases, the Sintrim with 47,000 cases, Star. of 
Iceland with 10,588 cases, Isaac Reed with 55,000 cases, Star of 
India with 36,000 cases, James Nesbit with 48,000 cases, Chas. 


E. Moody with 70,400 cases, and the Kvickak with 4,600 cases. 


The Standard brought down salmon for the North Alaska Sal- 
mon Company, while the Sintrim brought the pack of the 
Naknek Packing Company. Most of the other vessels belonged 
to the Alaska Packers’ Association. 


The run of salmon on the Klamath river is rapidly decreas- 
ing, and the pack there for the season is about at anend. The 
pack on that river is not as large as it should have been, consid- 
ering the size of the run, for at the height of the season the 
stream was closed up to the loss of the fishermen. It is the in- 
tention to leave the pack at the canneries until next spring when 
a better market is anticipated. 

Fish Commissioner Riseland, of the State of Washington, 
has ruled that in the future all humpback salmon taken by the 
cannerymen must be used. Before the close of the sockeye sea- 
son large numbers of these fish were taken in the traps, and 
were either thrown back dead or were giveu away. Now that 
the sockeye season has closed, operations are confined largely to 
humpbacks, and it is ruled that all that are taken must be used. 
Practically all of the sockeyes have passed the traps, and there is 
now but little danger of taking them with the humpbacks. 

President David Starr Jordan, of Standford University, 
who has been investigating fisheries conditions in the Northwest 
this season addressed the members of the Commonwealth Club 


in San Francisco recently and spoke on the necessity for the 
Government to at once enact strong protective measures if the 
salmon industry of the Pacific Coast is to be saved. ‘‘When I 
came out here in 1880,’’ said President Jordan, ‘‘the fishermen 
along the Columbia river were carrying on a salmon industry 
that netted them millions of dollarsa year. Last year they only 
took $800,000. It is failing for the lack of intelligent regula- 
tion. The rivers of Alaska are showing a great falling off in 
the numbers of salmon. They are being depleted. The Sacra- 
mento river salmon industry, however, remains as it was several 
years ago, and the annual take is about two and a half millions. 
The State exercises proper regulation and the fish are given a 
chance tospawn. The Government must take similar steps if 
the salmon industry is to live.’’ 

The fruit packing season in California is about at an end, 

and a great many canneries have already closed. Some Salway 
peaches and some varieties of late clings are now being operated 
upon, but the bulk of the pack has been put up. Warm weather 
is causing a speedy ripening of what fruit there is left, and the 
bulk of the canneries will cease active work this,week. 
P There has been nothing new during the past week in the 
line of prices, but further withdrawals and increases are ex- 
pected at any date. Many canneries have disposed of their en- 
tire packs and have withdrawn from the market, and the indi- 
cations are for a very close cleanup on almost all varieties. 

Biseglia Bros. who operate canneries at Morgan Hill and 
Gilroy, Cal., are winding up the season with peaches. They 
are shipping the goods almost as fast as they are put up. 

The Ontario Cannery, at Ontario, Cal., is also ending the 
season on peaches, and it is estimated that 2,500,000 cans of 
fruit will have been put up by the close of the season. 

C. H. Bentley, of the California Fruit Canners’ Association, 
is spending a few weeks vacation in the Kings River Canyon in 
Fresno county.

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Direct Cargo to Egypt. 


A commercial event which Consul D. R. Birch thinks may 
prove of immense importance to the development of American 
trade with Egypt and the Soudan is the recent arrival at Alex- 
andria of a 5,000-ton steamship direct from Philadelphia and 
New York loaded with American coal and corn, concerning 
which he says: 


The features of this venture—the direct freight service, the 
introduction into Alexandria of American coal and of American 
corn—are each in the nature of an experiment, and upon the 
results achieved will probably depend the future business. It 
is recognized in Alexandria, by commercial men familiar with 
the trade situation, that the first step toward the increased sale 
in Egypt of both raw and manufactured American products is a 
regular and frequent service of freight steamers direct from New 
York to Alexandria. Its lack has been the greatest drawback 
to the expansion of American trade here. The Egyptian cus- 
toms figures place the value of American imports at Alexandria 
for 1908 at $1,019,040, but there are many indications that this 
figure was low and not representative of the volume of American® 
business done with this port. It is the practice of the local cus- 
toms authorities to credit imports to the nation whence comes 
the importing steamer. The bulk of American products now 
reach Alexandria through transshipment at either Liverpool or 
Naples, and in the absence of American marks on the packing 
the customs office is prone to class these goods as English or 
Italian. 


Not one of the 2,100 steamships which entered and cleared 
at Alexandria last year was from or bound to an American port. 
These brought into this harbor 3,535,164 tons of foreign mer- 
chandise and took away 3,552,483 tons of Egyptian produce to 
various ports of Europe. The English exporter may send his 


wares to Egypt every few days by five or more regular lines of 
British steamers. France has the Messageries Maritimes leav- 
ing Marseilles every week for Alexandria, Italian goods are 
brought by a weekly service of steamers of the Navigazione 
Generale Italiana, and Germany sends its manufactures in Ger- 
man boats from both northern Germany and Italy. All these 
services are direct and enable the Egyptian buyer to secure his 
goods quickly at lower rates of freight and without danger of 
breakage owing to a transshipment. A further disadvantage 
which the importer of American goods at Alexandria has had to 
contend with in the past by reason of the absence of direct 
freight communication with the United States is the delay that 
results by a laying over of the goods at the port of transship- 
ment. A dealer in American furniture informed the consulate 
that a recent consignment of American office furniture was 
32 days in transit from New York to Alexandria via Naples. 
That meant a delay of over two weeks at Naples, as it is often 
possible to do this trip in 16 days. 

In Baltimore, when you want a fresh fish’, all you have to 
do is to go to veur bathroom, turn on the water and the fish 
will appear, according to news advices from that city. That 
certainly is a great convenience, still there are many persons 
finicky enough to feel the same regarding the fish and the bath- 
tub as the society woman who was expatiating on the beauties 
of having a Japanese cook. ‘‘I can always tell, by looking at 
the clock, just what he is doing,’’ she told a visitor. ‘‘At 7, I 
will hear him softly close the kitchen door, and go upstairs to 
his room.’’ ‘‘Well, it is 6.50, let’s see what he is doing now,’’ 
suggested the visitor. The pair tiptoed to the kitchen, and on 
peeping through the keyhole saw the Japanese cook washing 
his feet in the dishpan. By all means, let us get our fish in the 
good old way, no matter how polluted the streams may be.— 
FISHING GAZETTE, N. Y.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Imitation may be the sincerest of flattery, but it would 
probably do THE TRADE more good if the various papers, State 
pure food authorities and others, would give us credit for the 
‘‘Canners’ Dont’s’’ and other articles of this nature copied from 
our pages. 


This would be but justice; and yet we cannot but feel 
gratified that said advice is being made much of, because the 
effort will help produce the results we had in mind when we 
wrote the articles. In other words, anything that will help 
drive home the truth and necessity of the advice given, will 
help bring about a change of conditions—which was and is 
our aim. 


In fact, if we could only impress upon those canners who 
need most of all to heed and comply with the suggestions given, 
how vitally important it is to get in line, our efforts would be 
most successful. The advice referred to—in a word, our ‘‘Can- 
ners’ Don’ts’’—does not apply in all instances, to all factories. 
Some factories are now fully complying with them; but all are 
not. And these are the ones we have difficulty in persuading. 
If we could but make them realize we are talking to them, they 
would comply. 


They read the advice and thoroughly endorse it—but as 
applying to some other fellow’s factory than theirown. They 
may be likened to the Scribes and Pharisees of old, who struck 
their breats and cried out to the Lord: ‘‘We thank thee 
O Lord that we are not as other men.’’ Again they say, 
‘‘There are none so blind as those who will not see,’’ and if the 
repeating of this good advice on all sides should happen to make 
them see, we will be content. 


This brings us back to the question discussed last week, the 
appointment of competent inspectors by the National Canners’ 
Association to instruct the canners. 

It seems to us that these men could be made a very well 
paying investment to the Association and to all canners. There 
are any number of points of general interest, having nothing 
whatever to do with the private methods of any particular con- 
cerns, that they could study out and give the benefits to the 
canners. Some lines would possibly be benefitted more than 
others, but there is no line that could not find their visits 
profitable. 


For instance, with reference to the modern corn canning 
plant, it would seem the methods have been reduced to so nearly 
a wholly mechanical point that there is little left for suggestion. 
And yet the very operation of that machinery, its proper care 
and treatment afford opportunities, that, the machinery men at 
least will admit, are often very large indeed. Again, though 
many, if not all, corn canners know that the reason for the long 
time necessary to keep corn and at such a high temperature, is 
found in the fact that foreign germs enter the cans in the pro- 
cess of filling, or during the preparation of the corn fur filling, 
and that it is these germs and not the corn itself that require 
the time and temperature ; how many employ means of reducing 
those foreign germs to a minimum ? 


We have seen corn chutes, leading from the husking sheds, 
covered heavily with a coating of milk from mashed kernels, 
silk and dirt, forming the finest kind of a breeding place for 
just such germs as above referred to. Again, the chutes lead- 
ing from the cutters to the silkers and cookers are allowed to 
take on a goodly, or rather badly, coating of corn milk, juice, 
etc., along all the cracks and joints. The warm weather quickly 
turns this milk sour, and so the entire length of these chutes is 
often a double phelanx of germs, between which the freshly cut 
corn must travel, with almost certainty of becoming innoculated. 
From such conditions arise the many evils of spoilage, the dis- 
content of buyers and a net loss in dollars to the operators. 

Again, we have gone into corn canning plants where the 
floors, machinery and all parts of the working rooms, where 
active operations were performed, were clean and nice; but 
around the walls would be found a collection of cut corn, corn- 
cobs, husk or silk, and possibly underneath the fillers, on the 
ground, could be found a collection of corn, rotting and filling 
the air full of these dreaded germs that must be killed in the 
cans, and which require the long process at the extreme tem- 
peratures. 

And yet again we have seen the husk piled too near the fill- 
ing room, not from any sanitary point of view—as could be said 
also of the above described conditions—but from a safe point of 
view as regards swelled cans and lost profits. Any of these 
things can be the puzzling cause of blocks of goods spoiling, and 
kicks from buyers because of unsound goods. 


What is true of corn is also true of peas. Frequently the 
silos are too near the factory, and the air innoculated with the 
rotting vines, gets into the cans, and with it the germs that 
cause losses and worries that might be avoided. It is these 
little things after all that count, and it would be the duty of 
these inspectors to become thoroughly acquainted with these 
little things, and to devise ways and means of avoiding them, 
and having done so give the canners the benefit of their 
discovery. 

As we said in the beginning of this discussion, any move- 
ment that will teach the canner how to raise the quality of his 
pack, and especially if the means will result in an actual saving 
of money and higher prices for his goods, he will not only be 
benefitted, but it will be reflected in the public demand for 
canned goods. It is but a movement for a better understanding 


of the business on the part of all canners to the end that the 
ignorant may be robbed of tieir power to injure the better 
informed. Is it wotth while? For, as we first said, this is but a 
What think you?

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Stop Bearing the Tomato Market.

Gentlemen:—To an observer it would almost seem as if there 
exists in certain quarters a tacit understanding to exert all possi- 
ble influence to bear the tomato market. The news, which almost 
makes one shiver, emanating from the pen of new-born canned 
goods savants, pretends that the king of canned goods has a 
hard road to travel in the future. Meanwhile, the king of 
canned goods could play some surprising pranks yet, which may 


knock into smithereens all uncommercial predictions concerning 
the trend of the market. 


If ever the spirit of speculation enters the mind of the aver- 
age safe and sane jobber it is certainly when tomatoes may be 
purchased at, say 65c. factory. The western jobbers were buy- 
ing, are buying, and are doubtless still interested somewhat 
materially aheaa, if present orders and heavy inquiries and other 
evidences are any criteria. All these things are a strong indica- 
tion that the stocks of the western jobbers in particular are 
probably somewhat low, and that the western tomato packing 
section is unable to supply the demand. 

Contrary to reports, 62%c. for tomatoes is being flatly 
turned down in Baltimore, and in some cases 65c. also, and 
orders at 70c. are in evidence for well established brands, the 


latter figure barely showing a profit, if any, to the packer. 
Therefore, inasmuch as the West has bought heavily and is still 
buying, with the East buying as lightly as possible, perhaps, 
and with some trying to hold off, and taking into consideration 
all the other elements, it is certainly a wise buyer who scents a 
good thing when he sees it. The outlook at present is for a 
stronger market, not only on tomatoes, but on many other items 
in canned goods.

Nova Scotia Lobsters. 


The folfowing information relating to the lobster season of 
the Sydney district of Nova Scotia is from Consul John Kehl : 

The declared value of the lobster export to the United 
States during the season of 1908 was as follows: From Sydney, 
canned lobsters, $37,352; Canso, live lobsters, $6,710; Port 
Hawkesbury, live lobsters, $6,663; canned lobsters, $55,937; 
Pictou, canned lobsters, $176,254. The export during the pres- 
ent season will be considerably less and is attributed to the large 
supply of last year’s stock in the hands of the jobbers. Up to 
July 19, the export from Sidney amounted to only $12,673; 
from Port Hawkesbury about $33,000. 

The lobster season for the island of Cape Breton opens 
May 1 and closes July 31. The size at present set down for 
lobsters is ‘‘not less than 8 inches.’’ I understand that a 
change to 7 inches is contemplated in the near future, that size 
being generally accepted as more adaptable. It is unlawful ‘‘to 
catch, kill, buy, or sell any berried lobster or lobsters or any 
soft-shell lobster or lobsters.’’ 

The prices paid this year for live lobsters varied from $2.25 
to $2.75 per cwt.; last yearthe prices ranged from $3.25 to 
$4.25. At Gabarouse and at Gull Cove the lobster fishermen 
are doing their own packing on the co-operative plan rather 
than accept $2.25 alive. 


Columbia, Tenn.—The factory of the Columbia Canning 
Co. is working over time these days, and a report says it will 
pack two million cans of tomatoes. ‘‘Dimple Brand’’ of pure 
products, is the way the local papers refer to the concern. 


Factories in Vermont are working on corn, most of them, 
but representatives report that frosts have had a blighting effect 
on corn and pumpkin.

Unintentional Injustice Done Dr. H. W. Wiley. 


Some weeks ago, the News published a statement taken from an east- 
ern daily paper to the effect that Dr. Wiley, the government chemist, had 
stated that American wives were poisoning their husbands with canned 
goods. It appears that the source of information that the News relied on 
was unreliable, as the following letter from Dr. Wiley to the secretary of 
the National Canners’ Association will show : 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 13, 1909. 
MR. FRANK E. GORRELL, 
Sec’y. Nat’l, Canners’ Association, 
Bel Air, Md. 

Dear Sir:—Of course it is unnecessary for me to deny the statement 
which you clipped from the Frankford, Ky. News of September 1. 

I never even intimated that American wives were poisoning their hus- 
bands with food of any kind. I did say in Denver that there should be 
greater attention paid to the ice box, that it should be kept clean and free 
of foul smells and organisms of every description by proper sterilization 
from time to time, either by burning sulphur or the fumes of formaldehyde. 
This is as close to poisoning husbands with canned goods as I ever came.

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The following is by E. J. B., in the ‘‘Grocery World’’ of 
Philadelphia. We have purposely omitted the name of the 
States referred to, as it is not our purpose to create feeling 
among the canners : 

In Philadelphia at the present time brokers are offering, side by side, 


canned gallon peaches packed by a certain State packer and bya 
certain State packer. 


Philadelphia jobbing buyers don’t usually pay even one cent more for 
goods than they have to, but many of them are willingly paying almost 
$3 per dozen for the State peaches when they can get the 
State brand for $2.50. 

Bear in mind, the State peaches are all right. Most goods 
packed in State are all right. They grow good peaches there and 
they know how to pack them. Why then are the closest buyers in the 
country willing to spend nearly 50 cents a dozen more to buy State 
fruit ? 

Quality absolutely—not of the peaches, for one is as good as the other, 
but of the pack. The State man takes pains. He selects his fruit, 
packs it carefully, and above all, j//s the cans! A can of these was opened 
in my presence the other day. It was level full of peaches. Another one 
could not have been crowded in for love or money. 


The State peaches, and most others, are fai7/y full. There isn’t 
enough slack to complain about—if the State can wasn’t seen first 
the State can would probably be considered full—but it is not so 
good that the State packer hasn't been able to do better. 


In times of scarcity buyers actually beg and plead for this State 
packer’s goods. The trade know that they will always get from him the 
very best thing he can pack, and as it happens, enough buyers are willing 
to pay a little extra for that to absorb the entire output of his factory. 

All this is by way of approaching the moral that it pays to pack good 
stuff—it pays to sell good stuff. Stuff frankly high-priced; frankly above 
the goods your competitor is selling. There will be some who will see 
nothing but the difference in cost, and who will turn the more expensive 
article down without even considering the quality. But there is another 
group who will buy the high-priced goods, and it is made up of two classes: 
First, those who want quality and will have it regardless of price ; and sec- 


ond, those to whom high price is the badge of exclusiveness, and quality, 
and who will buy an article, if it is high-priced, even though it is actually 
no better than a much cheaper article. The latter class is much larger 
than most people realize and is thoroughly worth going after. 

The merchant who is afraid to ask a price—who fears to sell the best 
because ‘‘my trade would never pay the price ;’’ who hesitates to sell the 
best grade because a competitor is selling a poorer grade at a lower price, 
on the ground that people wouldn’t know the difference and would think 
he was high—is always the merchant who grubs along on the outskirts 
of success. 

Give me the man with the courage to say, ‘Yes, this butter is high- 
priced. You can buy butter for 5 cents a pound less. But when it comes 
to quality, the cheaper grade can’t be mentioned in the same breath ; it is 
worth just what it costs—s5 cents less than this.’’ 


Will he sell any of it? Without the slightest shadow of doubt !

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The Law and the Railroads. 


Frank H. McCune, rate expert, who was the principal wit- 
ness for the people of Spokane, Wash., in their fight before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission against the trans-continental 
railroads for equitable freight rates, has prepared a statement, 
in which he shows a vital defect in the Hepburn Act to regulate 
commerce, under which, he declares, it is utterly impossible for 


any shipper in the United States to obtain relief trom losses 
through misquotation in rates by railroad companies. 


Mr. McCune urges the people of the country to support the 
Trans- Mississippi Commercial Congress in its efforts to secure 
the adoption by the United States Congress of an amendment 
to protect the shippers, as recommended by the first-named or- 
ganization at its annual meeting in Denver. He says: 


‘‘A rising wave of remedial legislation of transportation 
reform is sweeping from coast to coast, but the combative spirit 
of the railroads is devising every legal technicality and throw- 
ing it across the people’s will asa barrier to progress in this 
direction. If the law protects the carriers in their contracts 
with the people, it should not discriminate by abandoning the 
people to the merciless will of the railroads. 

‘“The recommendation by the Trans- Mississippi Commercial 
Congress that the Congress of the United States enact an amend- 
ment to the Act to regulate commerce, ‘requiring railroads to 
quote rates in writing when so requested by shippers, and that 
rates so quoted be protected to avoid loss to the shippers, and 
assessing a reasonable penalty against the carrier making the 
misquotation, so that the provision of the act against rebating 
may be kept inviolate,’ should have the endorsement of every 
commercial body in the United States. 


‘“These organizations will be invited to join in petitions to 
Congress to enact the amendment as a safeguard against the evil 
practice in misquotation of rates, and the congressional repre- 
sentatives will be urged to give their support to the measure, 
which is of vital importance to all parts of the United States 
suffering losses from this fatality of the Hepburn act, under 
which the Interstate Commerce Commission is working.’’ 


CANNING ITEMS. 


New Firms, Failures, Fires, Personals and News 
of Interest. 


Mena, Ark.—C. F. Shuey, of this place, has organized a 
company here to conduct a cannery located at Lockesburg, and 
it is expected the factory will be in operation next season. 


Marysville, Cal.—As stated in this column recently, the 
local plant of the California Fruit Canners’ Association has fin- 
ished the run for the season, but something like 100 hands are 
still working, putting on labels and shipping goods. 


Milton, Del.—Bohemian workers in a local factory recently 
refused to work along-side of the colored help, but the mayor 
of the town threatened to jail them, we understand, and they 
decided to work. 


Preston, Md.—A recent report says the damage to the fac- 
tory of Alex. Preston, which burned a couple of weeks ago, will 
amount to nearly $4,000. Twothousand baskets of tomatoes 
were destroyed. 


A tomato buyer for a factory in Indiana narrowly escaped 
being lynched, recently, because some misunderstanding oc- 
curred between he and the farmers; the latter claiming the 
buyer failed to take their tomatoes as promised. 


Goshen, Ind.—A report says the local cannery is working 
16 hours a day in order to keep up with the supply of tomatoes, 
and this time is expected to continue for a week or so. ’

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The Philadelphia ‘‘Inquirer’’ says: ‘‘Reports from Chicago 
indicate that prices of all meats are to go up; here is the chance 
to turn vegetarian if it were not that prices of vegetables have 
also gone up. Isn’t there any way for a man to live cheaply ?”’ 
Reader, this is your chance to get busy. 

Prof. Barnard, State food inspector of Indiana, says more 
violations of the Pure Food Law have occurred since the report 
of the Roosevelt Board than ever before, and thinks manufac- 
turers look upon the report as a contradiction of the National 
Law. Pickle men and catsup makers have been heavy offenders. 


Anderson, Ind.—On the roth instant, 60 women tomato 
peelers stopped work at the factory of the Anderson Canning 
Co., and demanded more pay per bucket for the work. The 
manager held off until the 14th and finally granted an increase 
of half a cent and the women returned. 


Peru, Ind.—The manager of the Peru Canning Co., says a 
record pack of corn has been put up, and if no frosts are experi- 
enced in the next week or ten days a record pack of tomatoes 
will also result. 

Flemingsburg, Ky.—C. M. Cooper and G. L. Richardson 
are operating a tomato cannery this season and expect to put up 
a 1,000 cases. 

Allegan, Mich.—The factory owned by B. F. Foster is in 
operation, and while it is not so large, some nice stock is being 
put up. 


Lockport, N. Y.—The damage, caused by the fire, to the 
factory of the Erie Preserving Co., will amount to $40,000, we 
understand. ‘This is the plant situated at North Collins, N. Y. 


A compressed air tank exploded in a New York factory 
recently, and badly burned James Mullock, an employe, and the 
report says his injuries are serious. 

Whitesboro, N. Y.—Mr. Hall, the able manager of the 
Fort Stanwix Canning Co.’s local branch, says the corn crop in 
Oswego County was very fine, and that it would take about a 
month for the factory to finish its pack of corn. 


No more soldered cans will be allowed to come into this 
country from France, hereafter. Regulations which went into 
effect August 1, forbid the importation of such cans. 


A representative of the Clinton (N. Y.) Canning Co. says 
corn is rather late in maturing this year, but if no frosts put in 
an early appearance, a good crop will be secured. 


Over in Adams County, where the high-grade apples are 
not yet ready for market, they are canning the fallen apples, 
and a local cannery received 1,500 bushels in two days, says the 
Waynesboro, Pa., Record. 


Canners all along the Atlantic Coast, including factories in 
Baltimore, are sendiog large shipments of canned goods to 
Philadelphia to be shipped South via the Philadelphia & Gulf 
Line. A large consignment of canned tomatoes from Baltimore 
was noted.

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How To Keep Well In The Woods. 


Under date of September 22nd, Mr. Edward V. Stockham 
of Perryman, Maryland, a canner a you all know, writes us 
thus: ‘‘Please look in the October number of the Outing Mag- 
azine and in the upper right hand corner of page 123 you will 
find a paragraph referring to canned goods, which should cause 
us all to sit up and take notice.’’ 


We have looked and this is what we find there:— 

Canned vegetables are of some slight food value, although here, also, 
the chemical preservatives interfere with the complete digestion of the 
vegetables. Dried fruits and vegetables, which are now obtainable in large 
varieties, are usually free from adulteration, and are a valuable addition to 
the dietary of the dweller in the deep woods. 

The article in which this paragraph appears is by W. R.C. 
Latson, M. D., and purports to enlighten the prospective wan- 
derer of the woods this Fall as to to what he should eat in order 
to keep in good health. We haven't the pleasure of the acquaint- 
ance of this M. D. but we should say he has lived in the woods 
all his life and evidently has inherited his knowledge of the sub- 
ject. He couldn’t have been taught such nonsense. 


There are occasions when an Association, such as the Nat- 
ional Canners’ Association, will call upon a certain party togive 
the meeting a ‘talk’ and in such a case no one knows what will 
be said; but why a magazine that has the reputation and stard- 
ing of ‘‘Outing’’ would permit the publication of an article such 
as the above, which it had the privilege of reading before pub- 
lishing, we cannot understand. 


It looks like the Bureau of Publicity will have plenty of 
work to do, if we all keep our eyes open for stuff asthis. Daily 
newspapers occasionally say ‘‘some canned goods are adulter- 
ated’’ but this distinguish«d writer evidently KNows that ALL 
canned goods contain preservatives. We think tkat if the editor 
of ‘‘Outing’’ were advised how absolutely foolish is the state- 


ment referred to above, that no objection would be made to the 
publication of a contradictory article, either by a canner or some 
one else who can look into the matter properly. This magazine 
has an excellent circulation among a people that are users of 
canned goods and such statements should not go unanswered. 


California Canned Goods. 


A continued firm market rules in California canned fruits 
and quotations in some lines are still slightly advancing and 
other lines being withdrawn. Orders are being generally placed 
by the trade throughout the country for prospective require- 
ments and altogether the California canned fruit business is in 
much better shape than it has been for a long time. Reports 
from the canneries throughout, the State continue to indicate 
a curtailment of the pack from last year. The canning season, 
except on a few late varieties and odds and ends, will be over 
before a great while. The bulk of the peach run will be finished 
soon. ‘Tomato canning in California has just commenced. A 
number of the quotations in the lower grades of No. 8 peaches 
have been withdrawn; No. 8 cherries show advances.—RETAIL 
GROCER’S ADVOCATE.
